. . everybody’s at fault .. . and if 
you win 1-0, it’s everybody’s win...

DESJ: On this type of situation, I like to 


have the defenseman stay in the middle 
as much as possible. My job is to take 
the player with the puck. I come out 
and cut the angle and I should have 
him clean. Then the defenseman’s job 
is to watch the passout over to the other 
side. You have to have split second 
timing. If the player with the puck 
shoots, he shouldn’t have much to 
shoot at, if I’ve done my job. If he 
passes it over and it gets through the 
defenseman, then I have to get it over 
quickly. 


SMITH: The defenseman should stay right 


in between the two attackers. The 
goaltender’s main chore is to watch 
the man with the puck. A goaltender’s 
job is always the man with the puck 
. . . the other man is the defenseman’s 
job. The defenseman should be watch- 
ing for the pass across and at the same 
time be keeping the man with the puck 
towards the side. If that man shoots 
and scores, it’s the goaltender’s fault. 
The puck carrier is his man and if he 
comes out right, and cuts down the 
angle, it has to be a real good shot 
to beat him.

DEJ: A goaltender has to try to give out 


as few rebounds as possible. Try to 
catch the puck on the initial shot or

steer it to the corner, but sometimes 
you just can’t and that’s when you have 
to start thinking about your next move. 
Of course, it generally comes automat- 
ically . . . you’re just like a magnet, 
you move over to where the puck is, 
you’re attracted to the puck. 

It always helps if your defenseman is 
around to give you a hand and either 
smother the puck or clear it away from 
in front. I think a big part of goaltend- 
ing is to be able to steer pucks into 
the corner . . . or have the puck drop 
right in front of you, instead of bounc- 
ing uncontrollably four or five feet in 
front. 


SMITH: There’s no way you can com- 


pletely eliminate rebounds. That’s 
why it’s good to be standup goaltender 
because if you give a rebound you’ve 
got to be back up on your feet watching 
the puck. You never let your eyes leave 
the puck . . . that’s the main thing. 
So, ona shot, I try to catch it or direct 
it into the corner with my stick.

DEJ: When I played Junior hockey (To- 


ronto Marlboros), I had a pretty good 
coach, one of the best goalies in the 
NHL, by the name of Turk Broda. 
He taught me an awful lot about using 
my stick, which I think is a big part 
of a goaltender’s game. When a goal- 
tender uses his stick, it has to help 
out his defenseman and himself. When 
the opposition is stationed behind the 
net and trying to pass out in front 
. . « you try to use your stick to deflect 
pucks away. Also, if a puck carrier 
is in close enough, you should use your 
stick to pokecheck the puck away. By 
using your stick in such situations, 
you’ re saving yourself a lot of potential 
trouble. 


SMITH: To me, my stick is one of my 


biggest assets. First of all, if a player’s 
behind the net, you use the stick to 
deflect the puck from coming out front 
. .and secondly, a goaltender should 
use his stick for shooting. In the 
summer, I spend hours with just my 
goalie stick and gloves and practise 
shooting. Sometimes in a game you 
get caught behind the net and there’s 
an opponent coming in and you have 
to clear it away from him . . . and if 
you can’t lift a puck . . . and you just 
shoot it along the ice, there’s a great 
chance that you won’t get it by him. 
Also, for people cutting in front of 
your net, the stick is used for poke- 
checking. So there’s many ways to use 
your stick that are essential to your 
play . . . and if you don’t know how, 
you’re in very big trouble...

DEJ: On a breakaway situation, I try to 


place myself at the top of the goal- 
crease and force everything over to my 
glovehand side, which is my strongest 
side . . . and of course, split second 
timing has to be taken into considera- 
tion. The goaltender can’t make the 
first move. {i station myself in front 
of the goal crease . . . the opening’s 
on my glovehand side and I just wait 
for the puck carrier to make his first 
move to shoot . . . then I react. I think 
the goaltender has the advantage be- 
cause the shooter is generally chased 
by one or two men coming back and 
is pressed into getting off a shot... 


SMITH: When the man heads in I come 


out to cut the angle in case of a shot 
and the closer he comes in. . . then 
I'll back in a bit. So you still have 
your angle cut down, but as you’re 
backing in, if he does try to deke you, 
you have the choice of pokechecking 
or falling down, covering your angie. 
The main thing is not to get caught 

o far out when he’s trying to deke. 
Khe comes in, first you have to watch 


ta sit but as he gets in closer 
you a pretty good idea that he’s

DEJ: The shots along the ice make it 


on goaltenders.

because on that side you can’t really 
use your stick to block the shot... 
you have to get your skate in front 
of it ... but on the other side you 
can slide your stick over to deflect the 
puck into the comer. A lot of players 
don’t realize how tough shots along 
the ice are for goaltenders. There’s 
nothing I like better to see, than pucks 
coming high off the ice so that I can 
grab them. 


SMITH: If a man gets a shot a few inches 


off the ice, a goaltender has a pretty 
good chance to get his pads onit.. . 
but if it’s a pretty accurate shot to one 
of the comers right on the ice ... 
it is definitely one of the most difficult 
shots to stop . . . You either have to 
go right down to stop it with your pads 
or use your stick. Most of the time 
goaltenders are not quick enough, if 
it’s a hard and accurate shot, to make 
the save.

DEJ: Pucks being tipped in front of the 


net, also have to be considered, along 
with the screen shot as toughest play 
for a goaltender to make. It’s more 
or less a guessing game. . . you have 
to anticipate what the opposition stand- 
ing in front of the net is going to do. 
If the shot comes low, then you prepare 
for the possible tip, but of course pucks 
also are tipped when they’re two or 
three feet off the ice. I think the de- 
fensemen have an awful lot to do in 
this case. They should tie the men up 
in front of the net . . . trying to raise 
their sticks. There are quite a few guys 
in the league that are masters at tipping 
shots in, for instance, Phil Esposito, 
probably tips in half his goals. 


SMITH: If somebody gets a good shot 


from the point and there’s a player 
standing within a couple of feet of the 
net and he deflects it. . . there’s little 
hope for a goaltender to stop it. His 
reflexes are not quick enough in that 
split second. If he does stop it, it’s 
mostly luck. If he comes out of his 
net and has his angle cut down and 
it is a deflection, there’s a chance that 
the puck will hit him and it’ll be a 
good save... . but this is not because 
of quick reflexes, but because he was 
smart to come out to cut down his 
angles...

DEJ: A powerplay situation makes it es- 


pecially tough on a goaltender. If the 
puck is down in your end constantly, 
the goaltender does a lot of moving 
around and tends to tire even if he 
doesn’t get any shots. He has to be 
in position at all times. Here again 
is where the deflection is extremely 
dangerous. You have guys standing in 
the slot and the shot comes from the 
point and the guy in the slot tries to 
get his stick on it. The goaltender is 
on the move constantly. 


SMITH: The goaltender must keep sight 


of the puck at all times . . . and when 
he has a chance try to look around

Wi of the National Hockey League. 


The chronological history of the League is as follows: 


1917—The National Hockey League was organized in Montreal 
on November 22. Delegates representing Montreal Canadiens, 
Montreal Wanderers, Ottawa and Quebec were present. These 
four teams along with the Toronto Ath were admitted into 
the League. Quebec held a franchise but ided not to operate 
it that season. Frank Calder was elected Pre and Secretary- 
Treasurer. First games in this new League were December 
19, 1917. Toronto was the only city that had arti eis 
1917-18—Clubs played a 22-game schedule. We, 
1918—When the Westmount Arena, home of the Wan rs, 
burned down, the team dropped out of the League. S 
1918-19—Clubs played an 18-game schedule. 


1919—Quebec Bulldogs operated their franchise in the League) schedule. 


Toronto Arenas changed their name to Toronto St. Patricks. 
1919-20— Clubs played a 24-game schedule. 

1920—Hamilton Tigers replaced Quebec. 

1924—Boston Bruins became first American Club to join the 
League and Montreal Maroons entered the ever-expanding circuit, 
giving Montreal two teams. 

1924-25—Clubs play a 30-game schedule. 

1925—Hamilton Tigers’ franchise was sold to New York Ameri- 
cans for $75,000. The third United States Club, the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, entered the League. 

1925-26—Schedule increased to 36 games per club. 
1926—Three new United States teams, New York Rangers, 
Chicago Black Hawks and Detroit Cougars were admitted into 
the League. It was now a 10-club circuit, and was divided into 
two sections; Canadian Division had Toronto Maple Leafs 
(changed name from St. Pats to Maple Leafs), Ottawa Senators, 
Montreal Canadiens, Montreal Maroons and New York Ameri- 
cans. American Division consisted of Boston Bruins, New York 
Rangers, Chicago Black Hawks, Detroit Cougars and Pittsburgh 
Pirates. The Stanley Cup, most coveted prize in hockey, came 
into the exclusive control of the National Hockey League. 
1926-27—Schedule increased to 44 games per club. : 
1930—Pittsburgh franchise was transferred to Philadelphia where 
.a team known as the Quakers operated for one season. Detroit 
changed team’s name from Cougars to Falcons. 
1931—Philadelphia dropped out of League. Ottawa retired from 
League for one year. 

1931-32—Schedule increased to 48 games per club. 
1932—Ottawa resumed play for two seasons. 

1933—Detroit changed nickname from Falcons to Red Wings. 
1934— Ottawa franchise transferred to St. Louis. Team was called 
St. Louis Eagles and consisted of most of the Ottawa players 
of the previous season. 

1935—St. Louis dropped out of the League, leaving the member- 
ship at eight teams. 


1938—Montreal Maroons retired from the NHL. 

1941—New York Americans changed name to Brooklyn ‘Ameri- 
cans. 

1942—Brooklyn Americans retired from League. This left the 
present six East Division teams in the League. 
1942-43—Schedule increased to 50 games per club. 
1943—Frank Calder, President of League since its inception, died 
in Montreal in February. Mervyn ‘‘Red’’ Dutton, former manager 
of New York Americans, succeeded him as president. 
1946—Dutton retired as President of League prior to opening 
of 1946-47 season and was succeeded by Clarence S. Campbell. 
1946-47—Players’ Bonuses and Playoff Guarantees. 60-game

s to continue in perpetuity. 

1 irst Annual All-Star Game played in Toronto, and former
